The disarter wMdi baa plni«ed the 

dominion into mourning probably 
will rank as the most fearful that ever 
occurred on the American continent.

Mors Prlaenars to B« Worked on Pute 
lie Roada Thla Year Than 
■ver Done Before. 

More prlaoners will be worked on 
the road this year than ever before, 
impetns has been given to the more* 
ment for eoovlet road work throagh 
the publication by tbe United States 
department of agriculture of a bulle- 
tin, "Conrlct Labor for Road Work." 

Thn national coiiimlttep on prisons 
nrji} jirls'in l:itior has bic n Inr. rested

to note that the principles empiiaalaed 
In thia report as essential to tbe soc- 
ceas of convict road work are tbe same 
aa tboos ' the committee baa consid- 
ered tn^eratlTe. These principles are, 
thnt when county convicta are to be 
employed OS tlM roads tbey should be 
turned over to the state convict road 
force, an eoBtlet road work being «n- 
der Btato cootraL 

The second priad^o Is that tktra 
shonld he co^idlMtioB betwesB flM 
state prison and the state hl^way de- 
partments tn regard to eontlct read 
work. The prison department dioold 
select tbe prisoners for this work, and 
make all rules regarding thrir csre 
and dtsdpHne. Tills department should 
also supervise the csrryUig out of 
these rules. Tbe highway department 
should have full charge of all road 
operations, and be resitonslble for car- 
rying out tbe rules and regnlattOM
